ITALY. 
THE NEW AMERICAN CARDINAL. 

New Yorx, Aug. 10.—A letter from Romo 
says: The Pope bas given special orders for 
preparation forthe reception of the new Ameri- 
can Cardinal.” 

Another Italian letter states: No prociama- 
tion of unity, no unification of political and ad- 
ministrative legislation, can destroy the tradi- 
tional fact of seven States with seven different 
capitals and local interest; and at the present 
moment Italy has resolved herself into her com- 
ponent parta, and, with the exception of a few 
common points of interest, thé inbabitants of 
each State occupy themselves with the affairs of 
the neighboring States neither more nor less 
than with those of foreign countries, 

The news of the triumph of the Clerical party 
in Venice, Florence, Genoa, and Verona has 
raised public hopes considerably. Indeed, al- 
most the only topic which interests all Italy at 
the present moment is precisely these municipal 
elections. Iu Venice, the Liberals allied them- 
selves with the Clerical party against thé Mod- 
erates, and succeeded; but in Florence and 
Genoa, especially in the latter city, the Mod- 
erates allied themselves against the Liberals, 
and obtained a still more brilliant success, 
for out of 7,169 votes, 3,482 went to the urn, 
and out of sixty Town Councilors elected, 
thirty-seven Clericals and but three Liberals suc- 
ceeded. The entire people are anxiously 
awaiting news of the Neapolitan election ; but 
the result is certain. The Clericais will carry 
the day, aod for the first time since the annexa- 
tion of 1860 the Moderates and Clericals have 
openly and avowedly joined hands and formed 
an offensive and defensive alliance against the 
Liberals, who have hitherto administered the 
affairs of the provinces. An explanation of the 
change is, that nearly all the communes of Italy 
are over head and ears iu debt, aod the citizens 
who clamored for fetes and monuments and pub- 
lic s, new markets and boulevards, now 
that the bill is presented, are appailed at the sum 
total, blaming their Mayor and Council, and 
looking round for new men, but find none in 
their own respective parties. The populauons 
are tired of the moderate rule in politics, as in 
iocal affairs. The Moderates dread the advent 
of the Liberals, and both claim the alliance of 
the party recognized yesterday as their common 
foe.

THE ANDERSEN OBSEQUITES. 

Corn, Aug. 11.—The obsequies of 
Haus Christian Andersen were held to-day in 
Frau Kirche. The ceremonies were touching 
and impressive. The King and members of the 
Royal family, with the Ministers and chief 
officers of the Government, assisted.

AUSTRIA. 
A JEWISH RIOT IN GALICIA. 

Vrewwa, July 22.—The Jewish revolution 
which took place last week in Neu-Sandec, 
Galicia, gives some slight idea of the state of 
the Polish Jews. A railway clerk in Bochuis 
had senthis agent in Neu-Sandec a chest of 
goods, which belonged to a merchant there 
named Joseph Ameisen, but which by mistake 
was délivered to another merchant, Kalman 
Peristein by name, who appropriated the chest 
aud sold its contents. Joseoh Ameisen claimed 
from Peristein the repayment of the proceeds 
and of the profits, but as the latter refused 
to satisfy this claim, Ameisen applied to 
the managers of the Karl Ludwig Railroad 
for indemnification .of his loss. But as 
Peristein feared legal proceedings might be 
taken against him, he had recourse to the cele- 
brated Rabbi, Aaron Halberstamm. In conse- 
quenee of this Joseph Ameisen was cited by the 
beadle of the sypagogue before the Bes-din (Jew- 
ish tribunal). When Ameisen appeared before 
this tribunal, that consisted of the Rabbi and 
two Assessors, he found there Peristein and the 
agent, Moses Friederich, who had delivered the 
chest to Peristein. Upon Joseph Ameisen's de- 
claring he could not accept Perlstein's condi- 
tions, an Assessor said, turning to the former, 
It you lose a thousand guidens, you are bound 
to withdraw the prosecution, as there is danger 
of a Jew being imprisoned.” But Ameisen 
broke off the proceedings and retired. The 
Des-din sent the beadie to him immediately 
with the declaration that if he (Ameisen) 
did not directly obey the orders of the Jewish 
court; the greater excommunication should 
be pronounced against bim.“ Ameisen refused 
to submit, andthe act of excommunication fol- 
lowed in a few days, aod was published in all the 
synagogues in the place. it calied upon every 
Jew “in the name of God and Israel, to take 
vengeance on the miscreant Ameisen—to kill 
bim with the sword, to have no business dealings 
with him, not to speak to him. and entirely to 
avoid him and bis family. Whoever should act 
according to this summons might expect bliss on 
earth and in heaven. Whoever sbould act con- 
trary to it was threatened with the most fearful 
punishment here below and after death! Besides 
this it was ordered to excite tbe fanatical Jewish 
mob, that in the street where Joseph Ameisen 
lived the ‘‘Schulklopfen” (or knock- 
i the door), usual before the 

prayer among the orthodox 
Jews, should be omitted, as a sign that an ac- 
cursed person lived in that street. Of course 
this excommunication bad the direst effects 
among the Jews in Neu-Sandec. The excommu- 
nicated Ameisen was utterly rnined, and he and 
his family did not venture to show themselves 
in the street for fear of being ill-treated. In bis 
despair he had recourse to the Austrian court 
of justice. The accused rabbi denied everything 
but was convicted of falsehood and condemned 
to six weeks’ imprisonment ; the same punish- 
ment was awarded to one of the assessors, while 
the second was imprisoned fora month. The 
verdict was scarcely provounced when tbe 
Jewish population was seized with unbounded 
fury. It was only under the protection of 
a military detachment that Ameisen could 
reach his house, which the enraged Jews were 
actually about tostorm. The police, however, 
prevented their doing so. But the next evening 


Ameisen’s house was again besieged. The Jews. 


wanted to force their way into it, and suth a tu- 
mult ensued that the police, who foungit impos- 
sible to disperse the mob, were obliged to apply 
for the military, who could only restore order at 
the point of the bayonet. While the police were 
trying to disperse the fanatical mob the latter 
fired four shots, and a ball from a revolver 
wounded a policeman. Even now the house of a 
man who dared to appeal, in Austria, to the pro- 
tection of an Austrian tribunal must be guarded 
by soldiers, who can prevent the poor feliow 
from being stoned, but not from being starved.

CENSUS STATISTICS. 

The final reports of the census-takers in Ire- 
land, in 1871, have just appeared, and contain 
dome information of interest. The area of 
the island is 20,819,947 acres, from which are to 
be deducted 600,000 acres, covered with water, 
and 4,000,000 of bogs, mountains, and other lands 
unfit for eulttvation, leaving available about 16,- 
000,000 acres, or 25,000 square miles, an area some- 
what less than half of lowa. Ten million acres 


are, again, in paeture, so that the cuitivated land 


but littie exceeds 1 acre for each inbabitant, the 
total population being 5,412,377. In 1841 the 
population was 8,175.000, the number of inhab- 
ited houses being 1,320,000.

Facts Reflecting Still More Se- 
riously upon Duncan, Sher- 
man & Co. 


“Accommodation Paper Made by 
Their Clerk and Accepted and 
Sold by Them. 


The Transaction Regarded as Very Re- 
markable by New York Bankers,

New Yorx, Aug. 11.—Certain financial and 
legal circles were considerably agitated to-day 
by a runior, which prevailed during business 
hours, relative to some of the transactions of the 
late firm of Duncan, Sherman & Co. The story 
was of such s remarkable character that few 
merchante and bankers accepted it as true, and 
it was with difficulty that it could be fully cor- 
roborated. Finally, application to the parties 
immediately concerned wae made, and the story 
was confirmed, although it will be seen that the 
firm and their agents look upon the traosactions 
in a different light from that in which bankers 
generally regard it. Fora long time the condi- 
tion of Duncan, Sherman & Co, has been 80 
involved that the firm has been forced to raise 
large loans on ‘‘accommodation paper,” some of 
which was apparently of the flimsiest character. 
The term accommodation paper” is usually 
applied to paper in the shape of drafts drawn by 
one reputable house upon another for the bene- 
fit of either, though ite acceptor is usually 
looked upon as the one who is finaily to pay it. 
But, instead of making such paper through the 
aid of friendly houses, Duncan, Sherman & Co. 
resorted te the simpler expedient of having the 
drafts made upon them by one of their confi- 
dential clerks, which they accepted, and soid 
through third parties. The clerk who was 
thus employed was A. L. Burgess, and he is 
still in the employ of the house, or, rather, of 
the Receiver. It was reported thatthe drafis 
were drawn under various dates, as from Soutb- 
ern cities, and were, in all cases, dated in Now 
York. Noconfirmation of this report could be 
obtained, and it is probably untrue, since Mr. 
Duncan and Mr. Burgers both claim that there 
was no deception practiced in the matter. The 
note-brokers through whom the acceptances 
were negotiated at the various banks were re- 
ported to be O. M. Bogart & Co., of No.3 Nassau 
street, and, on inquiry, this was also found 
to be correct. Ths officers of several banks 
which. held this paper declined to admit that the 
rumors were true. It was ascertained, however, 
that the Fourth National beld about $50,000 of 
the paper, but it is known that it has been secured 
along with the Bank of the State of New York. 
It was generally understood, though thereis no 
proof, that either Duncan, Sherman & Co. or O. 
M. Bogart & Co. represented that these drafts 
were drawn against consignments of cotton, and 
in buying the paper the banks labored under 
this delusion. The President of the Fourth Na- 
tional Bank said they had had no direct 
transactions with the firm of Duncan, Sherman 
& Co., and that they were not holding $50,000 
of the firm's paper, as had been stated, but he 
deelwed to say what amount the bank did hoid. 
While he bad no positive infortiation upon tne 
subject of Duucan, Sherman & Co. liabilities, 
he said he thought the paper held by their 
creditors in this city would amount to about 
#1,000,000. He had no knowledge of their ever 
having issued acceptances manufactured in their 
office by their clerks, and could not realize 
that such was the fact. Judge Shipman, 
the Receiver, expressed surprise, and said he 
knew nothing of any such paper. He raid he 
would see Mr. Duncan about it, and retired for 
that purpose. He subsequently stated that the 
paper had been issued in a regular, legitimate 
way. Mr. Duncan said that creditors held the 
accommodation paper,” and seemed to be sur- 
prised that the legality of the operation should 
be questioned. He said that the maxing of such 
paper had been the common practice of the 
house. It was a form which they preferred to 
the more common method of making 
an ordinary note. He claimed that 
the plan of making accommodation 
was one which is practiced every day in this city. 
He added that it was a matter of no consequence, 
as the paper was sold on the credit of the firm 
accepting it, and not upon that of the drawer of 
the bill. His firm had issued more or less paper 
in this way for twenty years past. Mr. Burgess. 
the clerk who had drawn the drafts, objected to 
saying anything aboutthe matter, although he 
admitted that he had drawn the drafts. He 
thought there was not a large amount 
of such paper ont, but be had no 
idea whatever as to the present holders 
of bills. What he had done had been done as 
av employe of the firm, and at the request of 
the principals. As he was still in their employ, 
he did uot think it would be proper to say any- 
thing on the subject. At the office of O. M. 
Bogart & Co., the note-brokers, by which house 
the paper of Duncan, Sherman & Co. had been 
negotiated in the past, it was frankly admitted 
that the firm knew how the paper bad been 
drawn before -selling it, but they claimed 
that the matter was generally understood, and 
that there was probably not a banker in 
the city who did not know that Duncan, Sher- 
mao & Co. were in the habit of preparing ac- 
ceptancesin the manner stated, instead of mak- 
ing an ordinary note. In some cases, as when 
no inquity was made regarding the drawer of the 
draft, no explanation of the matter had been 
made by them, but, generally, the 
knew the character of the paper he was buying.

THE FUGITIVE ST. LOVIS OFFICIAL.

TORNADO IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PuILapELpura, Pa., Aug. 11.—This afternoon a 
tornado of extraordinary violence passed over 
the northwestern portion of this city, and trav- 
eling in a path about 400 feet wide caused great 
destruction of property.

A rumor, prevalent 
in New York yesterday, was industriously 
traced by Tue TAInUxZ's correspondent, who 
ascertained that “ accommodation paper” to 
a large amount was drawn by their clerk and

These acceptances, purporting to be issued 
outside of New York, and, it is said, manu- 
factured to order by a confidential clerk, were 
disposed of among the city banks, where they 
are now held as claims upon the assets of the 
insolvent house. The bitten bankers, with 
the reticence common to their guild, refused 
yesterday to afford much information upon the 
subject, but enough was developed toindicate 
that these transactions of Duncan, SHerMan & 
Co. ‘were desperate expedients, to say the 
least, and of a character in some degree cor- 
responding with that of the operation for 
which the Coture brothers in London re- 
cently suffered the rigors of the English law. 
COST OF GOVERNING CHICAGO. . 

The Chicago Times has ostentatiously de- 
clared itself the organ of those persons who 
protest against taxation, and who think it is 
the duty of the Government to support them, 
instead of receiving its support from them. 
Of this class of persons KARL Kos was the 
leader a few months ago, and, he having 
fallen into disrepute, the Chicago Times has 
made itself his successor. The form which 
the opposition to taxation now takes is in a 
demand that taxation shall be reduced to such 
an extent as to practically abolish Municipal 
Government. Thus, for instance, the tax 
levied for the support of the Govern- 
ment of Chicago during 1874-5 is in 
round figures $5,125,000, This sum 
the Chicago Times, likening itself to 
Hamppen, and the Municipal Government 
to Cuarizus I., demands shall be reduced to 
the payment of $1,000,000 interest on the 
city debt, and $1,500,000 for all other pur- 
poses ; and it holds all taxation in excess of 
this sum to be so illegal, extortionate, and 
despotic that it should be resisted, and the 
tax-gatherer that shall demand its payment 
ought to be treated as was Caaruzs I., decapi- 
tated by the public executioner! This is 
demagogisin to attract attention and make 
people stare, and is hardly removed from that 
preached by the ignorant leaders to the more 
ignorant members vf the Communistic socie- 
ties last fall. Let us examine the items of 
which the Tax bill of 1875 is made up, and 


see in that examination the character and 
variety of municipal expenditure. The first

Now, which of these items, costing over 
half a million of dollars, could be dispensed 
with? We might leave the streets uncleaned, 
and impassable for want of repair ; we might 
stop dredging the river and allow it to fill up; 
we might let the bridges wear out and fall 
down ; might dispense with the bridges alto- 
gether, and also with the bridge-tenders ; 
shut up the tunnels; might close the public 
buildings and do without gas, fire, and 
other supplies ; and might let the nine parks 
become commons; but we question whether 
a dozen rational men in Chicago would think 
it would be economical to do so, or that it 
would be advisable in any sense to dispense 
with either item of expense in the list. 

A second class of expenditures may be thus 


The question in the matter of viaducts is 
one of public safety. There are thirty or 
forty of them now required, and the expend- 
iture is for three. The human life sacri- 
ficed and the property destroyed for the 
want of them, annually, and the value of 
time lost by detentions, cannot be com- 
ponsated for by ten times the expenditure. 
The evening schools may be closed anda 
very deserving class of persons, who work all 
day, may be deprived of the opportunity of 
improvement. It is true the whole cost of 
the Fire Department may be saved. The 
telegraph may be torn down; the apparatus 
need not be repaired; the horses need not 
be fed, and when they die no others need be 
purchased. Hose may be dispensed with, 
and, in fact, the Department may be dis- 
banded. We would save the expenditure, 
and we leave the reader to estimate the con- 
sequences.

Another and important item of expense is 
the appropriation— 

For interest on debt and temporary loans 


and sinking funds 
Repayment of loan to water fund 


These expenditures foot up $5,110,000, 
leaving a small sum to cover a number of 
small items. Excluding the interest, and the 
debt to the water fund, which was incurred 
last year in enlarging the water-service-pipe, 
we have the current expenses for which taxes 
are to be raised, at $4,125,000. This is a city 
of 450,000 inhabitants spread over three 
townships, with hundreds of miles of 
streets. Upon the Government rests the re- 
sponsibility of rendering living here endura- 
ble or possible. The Chicago River is our 
harbor, on which depends our lake-commerce 
and much of our other commerce. That riv- 
er is also the receiving-sewer of the city. 
Unless the river be kept free of the filth it re- 
ceives, the harbor must close. So long as 
we have the river open, we must have bridg- 
es, with all their incidental costs. To Chi- 
cago, sewers are an indispensable necessity ; 
without them and a supply of water, living 
in Chicago would not be possible. The city 
would be a pest-house whose stenches would 
be stifling. The regular growth of the city 
requires the extension of sewers and water- 
mains annually to the districts which are 
rapidly filling up. Paved streets are a neces- 
sity, and the city must pay not only for pav- 
ing intersections, but it must pay for clean- 
ing and repairing. Half a million of dollars 
is now needed to repair streets which have 
been too long neglected. The streets must 
be cleaned. In a city like this the criminal 
population find profitable fields for operation. 
We must have a Police Department, and a 
large and effective one. We must in like 
manner, by reason of 50,000 wooden houses, 
have a large and effective Fire Department. 
We have suffered fearfully from the conse- 
quences of a poor and inefficient one. In short, 
if we propose to have a city at all, we must 
have one furnished with the appliances es- 
sential thereto,—such as police, paved streets, 
sewers, water, lighted streets, Fire Depart- 
ment, and schools. Which of these can be 
dispensed with ? 

In the economy of Municipal Governments 
there is a minimum of expenditure that can- 
not be avoided. Like the expenses of a fam- 
ily, there must be a certain outlay. The 
family must pay rent for a house in which to 
live; must have fuel, light, water, food, 
medicine, clothing, and furniture. They may 
reduce the expenditures for each of these 
items to the lowest sum, but there is a min- 
imum below which they cannot go, and live. 
So with the city. In the list of expenditures 
provided by the tax levy of this year, there 
is not an item perhaps that can be dispensed 
with. There may be extravagance perhaps 
in some item, but that does not affect the 
propriety of the appropriation. Take the 
item of schools. Two hundred and nineteen 
thousand dollars was appropriated for school 
lots and buildings. These, when completed, 
will give the city a total school capacity for 
40,000 children. This will be equal to 1,000 
ordinary public schools in the rural districts. 
These city schools average nine to ten 
months in the year. Now, how much 
will it cost to rum a country school 
ten months in the year, including teachers, 
salary, fuel, repairs, and all the ordinary ex- 
penses? Will it cost $1,000, or $900, or $800 
each? Exclusive of the cost of new lots and 
buildings, the total tax for school purposes 
in this city is about $580,000, and this m- 
cludes the High-School, with its 400 pupils 
receiving an advanced education. The ques- 
tion of extravagance or not must be tested 
by comparison. What does it cost to school 
the like number of scholars in other districts 
in other parts of the State? 

As to the general cost of the City Govern- 
ment, a like process of comparison should be 
followed. Peoria is the second city in IIli- 
nois in point of population. The annual in- 
crease in the population of Chicago is greater 
by thousands than the entire population of 
Peoria, —necessitating in the matter of indis- 
pensable expenditures, such as street im- 
provements, repairs, cleaning, lighted streets, 
police and fire departments, schools, offi- 
ces, eto, an increase exceeding a pro- 
portionate increase of population. The 
City of Springfield, with a population of 
20,000, has an annual expenditure of 8280 
000. It has no harbor, wo river, no bridges 
or tunnels ; it is small and compact. Its ex- 
penditures are one-twentieth those of Chica- 
go, which has twenty-five times its popula- 
tion, and adds to the number of its buildings 
annually twice the whole number in Spring- 


field. Excluding the one million of dollars 


for interest, sinking fund, and the extraor- 
dinary expenditure for the new Water- Works, 
the current expenses of the city in all its 
departments is about $4,000,000; and we 
suggest that it would be difficult to find in 
the United States a eity of equal size, simi- 
larly located, with harbor and river, and so 
largely furnished with sewers, water, and 
paved streets, lighted, that costs less money, 
or where the

MR. DELANO AD THE MARSH CHARGES. 

A pamphlet has been printed by the In- 
terior Department, purporting to furnish the 
documents relating to Prof. Mansu's charges 
of fraud and mismanagement at the Red 
Cloud Agency, for the use of the Investigating 
Committee. We cannot indorse the plan 
upon which this pamphlet was compiled. It 
seems to set forth only Secretary DzLano’s 
side of the case. Under the head of Prof. 
Mansn's Charges,“ for instance, one would 
naturally expect to find both of Prof. Marsu’'s 
letters on the subject; but, in fact, neither is 
given. In lien thereof, there is merely a 
criticism of Prof. Mazsu and the New York 
Tribune, presumably from the pen of Secre- 
tary DxLaxo, which imputes selfish motives 
to the former and political purposes to the 
latter. This is certainly not the kind ofa 
document to be printed at the public expense 
for the use of an Investigating Committee, 
while the original text of Prof. Mazsn’s 
charges are not given at all. Following 
this er parte statement of the case is 
a letter from Gen. Eaton, the Commissioner 
of Education, who was present at an inter- 
view between Secretary DLaxo and Prof. 
Mansa, and who expresses surprise that Prof, 
Mansx should impute to Mr. Deano a disin- 
clination to expose and punish frauds after 
hearing the Secretary express himself on that 
occasion as so earnestly desirous of ascertain- 
ing the real facts in the case. Then comes 
the letter of the Secretary of the Interior to 
the Indian Commissioners to have an investi- 
gation, and finally the reports of the Special 
Commissioners appointed to investigate the 
administration of the Red Cloud and Whet- 
stone Agencies. Twoof the Commissioners 
to investigate the WaLKER charges were se- 
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| lected, according to Mr. De.ano’s own show- 


ing, because they were representative men of 
the missionary Church authorities upon whose 
recommendation the Agents were appointed. 
In other words, they were committed at the 
outset to the policy of the Interior 
Department under which the Indian af- 
fairs are managed, and it is not sur- 
prising that they should have exonerated 
the Agents whose appointment they had se- 
cured, and reported that the supplies were 
ample and of good quality, and that the pres- 
ent policy is accomplishing the desired re- 
sults. These are the contents of the pam- 
Phlet prepared for the use of the Investi- 
gating Committee now being organized by 
President Grant, and we cannot but regard 
it as an ex parte showing, only entitled to 
consideration in connection with a full show- 
ing on the other side. 

We have no desire to prejudge Secretary 
Deano in this matter. It has been decided 
that the final investigation of the issue be- 
tween the Department and Prof. Manen, rela- 
tive to these particular Agencies, shall be in- 
trusted to a committee appoihted by Presi- 


dent Grant, and we have faith that they will | 


make a searching and impartial examination 
of the whole matter. But it needs no fur- 
ther investigation to demonstrate to our satis- 
faction that the whole policy of managing 
Indian affairs is false, and in every way 
calculated to promote just such frauds as 
those which have been eharged from time 
to time during the last few years. We 
were convinced of this a year and more ago, 
when a number of the foremost among the 
Indian Commissioners resigned because they 
were satisfied that Indian affairs were not 
and could not be honestly and efficiently ad- 
ministered under this system,—and this not- 
withstanding they favored the peace policy” 
in a general way. The honest administration 
of Indian affairs under the present system 
would have to be predicated upon the as- 
sumption that the Agents, as a rule, are pure 
philanthropists, whereas the rule is precisely 
the reverse. Men do net, as a rule, incur the 
deprivations of frontier and wilderness life 
among the Indians out of pure benevolence, 
and the temptation to fraud is so great, and 
the contempt for the rights of the Indians so 
general, that it is scarcely possible to escape 
abuses of the worst description. 

Secretary Dexano’s mistake, to put the case 
mildly, has been a persistent defense of the 
system, evidently with a consciousness that 
every exposure is damaging to the system. 
He is to blame for not inaugurating 
the vigorous prosecutions that Secretary 
Barstow has made upon the whisky-thieves 
and Secretary Jam, upon the mail-con- 
tractors. It is not the exposure of abuses, 
but the abuses themselves, that hurt the 
country and the ruling party. It is only 
their exposure and punishment that can save 
the party and satisfy the country. The Interior 
Department has been ¢ebeset with more than 
its share of temptations for a number of 
years. It had the supervision of the con- 
struction of the Pacific railroads, in which so 
much fraud and rascality have been since un- 
earthed. It has had the management and 
dispensation of the Pensions Bureau, in which 
thore have been so many opportunities for 
frands and corruption, and so well improved. 
It controls the Patent Office, which is largely 
run by lobbying, and is replete with jobs of 
the worst kind. Finally, it had the Indian 
Affairs put upon it, subject to the control of 
Congressmen, who have used it to 
reward their bummers and henchmen. 
The effect upon the Interior Department of 


‘these numerous incentives and temptations 


and opportunities for fraud has been demoral- 
izing, and we believe that the time has come 
when it is absolutely imperative that there 
should be such a reconstruction as would 
either make sweeping changes in the Depart- 
ment or else relieve it of some of its responsi- 
bilities and temptations. A good way to be- 
gin the latter policy would be to transfer the 
Indian Affairs to the War Department, which 
has ample time and ample resources in the 
army to manage it at a less cost to the na- 
tion, and to the greater benefit of the In- 
dians. Such a transfer does not mean a gen- 
eral Indian war by any means; but we be- 
lieve that it would secure a fair and honest 
distribution of supplies, and a more effective 
disciplining of the ruffians whether among 
the Indians or among the whites of the fron- 
tier. The rule among the army officers is 
that they are honest and honorable men; 
there are scarcely exceptions enough to prove 
the rule. They hold their positions for life ; 
they rarely have desire to grow rich; 
they are extremely of their reputations; 
ance what politicians allow to pass for proper- 
enough dealing. These circumstances, and 
the fact that the Interior Department is al- 
ready burdened with too many 


ties of a pecuniary nature, have long since 


suggested the transfer which a thorough in- 
vestigation of Indian affairs may possibly 
lead to. 7 

THE BLACK HILLS REPORTS. 

The Inter- Ocean is exercising itself in a 
very uncomfortable and unnecessary manner 
relative to Tus Tarsune’s remarks about its 
course in the Black Hills business. If it be 


any comfort to the conductors of that paper, - 


we may inform them that Taz Triscwe will 
in the future denounce them as severely as it 
has in the past, if they lend themselves to 
such a disreputable course again. The Inter- 
Ocean announced discoveries of gold in the 
Black Hills when there were none. It printed 
statements to the effect that miners were 
taking out gold in large quantities when they 
were not earning their salt. It led the pub- 
lic to understand that fortunes were to be 
made in Black Hills mining when there was 
no authority for such a deduction. It excited 
a class of susceptible people to rush out 
there without any knowledge of what they 
were doing or what was in store for them, by 
publishing glowing statements which were 
false, stories that were grossly sensational, 
and reports that were highly colored, for a 
purpose. At last, under the reproofs and ad- 
monitions of Taz Trreunz, its conductors 
and corresponderts altered the tone of their 
editorials and letters to make them cor- 
respond somewhat with the truth, as told by 
the members of the Government scientific 
expedition, and the editors of that paper 
made a prominent retraction of all the blo- 
viation they had uttered, and declined to 
commit themselves any further in the 
matter until they should have posi- 
tive evidence. Tue Tammo has made 
positive evidence the rule from the 
outset. It has stated reliable news, and 
left the people free to make their own de- 
ductions, at the same time warning them not 
to be misled by outside appearances or state- 
ments of prejudiced or unintelligent parties. 
If it shall appear that gold exists in the 
Black Hills in paying quantities, Taz Ta- 
une will be as quick to announce the fact as 
any other newspaper, but until that fact is 
established beyond any possibility or doubt, 
it will not say so or advise people to rush 
there in crowds. The letter in Taz TUN 
to which the /nter-Ocean alludes states that 
„the country is not yet proven to be as rich 
as California, but compares favorahly with 
Colorado and Montana.” Even upon the 
strength of this statement, we would not ad- 
vise people to crowd into the Black Hills. If 
the country is not richer than Colorado, a 
dollar’s worth of gold will cost a day’s labor. 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL DOLLAR. 

Whb*n Tromas H. Bewron—‘*Old Bullion” 
—was fighting for honest money, he was fond 
of using the phrase Constitutional cur- 
rency as a synonym for gold and silver coin. 
Many of the political medals issued in count- 
less numbers at that time have the legend, 
“Old Bullion—Constitu‘ional Currency,” 
upon them. Jackson referred with pride, 
in his farewell address, to his success- 
ful efforts to restore the Constitutional 
currency of gold and silver.” President and 
Senator were right. The only “dollar” 
recognized by the Constitution of the United 
States is a gold coin of 25.8 grains, one-tenth 
of which is alloy, anda silver coin of equal 
value. 

The Constitution (Art. I., Sec. 8, Clauses 2 
and 5) authorizes Congress to borrow 
money on the credit of the United States ” 
and to coin money (and] regulate the value 
thereof.” Under the first clause the Supreme 
Court held the issue of paper notes valid, as 
it held the legal-tender provision valid under 
the ‘“‘war-power.” The greenbacks were 
like the bonds, in that neither sort of paper 
was money in itself, but each was a way of 
borrowing. The only essential differences 
between them were that the bonds bore in- 
terest and were exchanged for money which 
was in turn exchanged for commodities, 
while the greenbacks bore no interest and 
were directly exchanged for {commodities 
without the interposition of any real money 
whatever. 

The second provision, authorizing Con- 
gress to “‘coin money,” confers no authority 
to print pretended “money.” Coin does 
not mean “print.” It refers to a special 
method of treating metals, and has no mean- 
ing outside of this. This view of the case is 
indirectly sustained, too, by the first clause 
of Sec. 10 of Art. I. of the Constitution. 
This clause enumerates some of the powers 
denied to the States. Among these is the 
power to coin money [and] emit bills of 
credit.” If, as is often asserted, the authori- 
zation. to coin money gives Congress the 
power to issue bills of credit, pro- 
hibiting the States to coin money 
would in itself prohibit them from 
emitting bills of credit. The fact that the 
latter prohibition is tacked on to the former 
shows that coining money and issuing bills 
of credit are two very different things, and 
that the Constitution means what it says, 
and only what it says, when it empowers 
Congress to coin (not emit) money (not bills 
of credit). Still another part of the Consti- 
tution can be quoted in support of this 
proposition. The sixth clause of Art. I., 
Sec. 8, empowers Congress to punish 
‘‘ counterfeiting the securities and current 
coin of the Vhited States.” Here is an ex- 
pressed distinction between the coin and the 
paper of the country. It is made in the next 
sentence to the one which confers the power 
of coinage, and is therefore in the nature of 
cumulative proof. Again, as CLAN N. 
Porrer showed, in his argument before the 
Supreme Court, in the legal-tender cases, the 
sense in which the framers of the Constitu- 
tion used the word money ” cannot be dis- 
puted. The country had just emerged from 
universal disaster wrought by a scrip currency 
that was finally repudiated, and the members 
of the Constitutional Convention of 1787 


The only money recognized by the Consti- 
tution is, then, coined precious metal. It 
remains to be seen how the authority intrust- 
ed to Congress in this respect by the Magna 
Charta of American liberties has been used. 
The answer to this query is found in the 
Coinage act of 1873 (U. S. Revieed Statutes, 
pp. 697-709). We quote: The money of 
the United States shall be expressed in dol- 
lars or units, dimes or tenths,” ete. And

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PROTECTION NOT PROTECTING. 

One of the New England manufacturers, 
Mr. Epwarp Artxnison, in the July number 
of Harpers Magazine, states the fact that 
those special brartches of industry which are 
now the most depressed are the most protect- 
ed by the Government. An ultra tariff sheet 
denies this statement of Mr. ATxrnson and 
calls it “false and pettifogging,” but that 
does not make it so. It calls the tariff of 
1846 a partial free-trade tariff,” which is tlie 
fact, but it will be news to those old enough 
to remember that that tariff brought ruin 
upon the country.” On the contrary, the 
country enjoyed uninterrupted prosperity 
during the whole eleven years the 
tariff of 1846 continued on the stat- 
ute. Our imports and exports steadily 
increased, more than doubled, between 1846 
and 1856. Immigration poured into the 
country, the new States filled up rapidly, 
and ship-building and railroad-construction 
moved forward with great strides; surplus 
capital was accumulated everywhere; the 
Mexican War debt was paid off; and the 
whole nation prospered in spite of the 
wretched banking systems which prevailed 
in most of the Western and Southern States, 
but the tariff had nothing to do with that. 

In 1857 it was found that the tariff of 1846 
was producing too much revenue,—more than 
was needed to support the Government, 
which was then out of debt. Whereupon it 
was agreed by common consent of all parties 
to reduce the tariff about one-fourth, and to 
largely extend the free-list, for the express 
purpose of reducing the revenue and 
of relieving the consumers of un- 
necessary taxation. This tariff change, 
which went into effect in 1857, 
lasted until 1861, when the necessities of the 
Government required heavier taxgtion. Un- 
der this “ free-trade tariff” the imports and 
exports of the United States still further in- 
creased, when the year before the War they 
attained their maximum, having reached the 
figure of $350,000,000, which until that time 
was unprecedented. '

A MAN KILLS HIS WIFE ANO CHILD. 
New York Herald. 

Ratzion, N. C., Aug. 6.—As the readers of 
the Heraid outside of North Carolina may not 
be familiar with the details of the horrible crime 
of Scott Partin, the following aketch of the hor- 
rid deed is presented : 

Scott Partin,a young man himself, resided 
with his young wife and a child 10 months old at 
the house of bis father, 17 miles southeast of 
this city, near the scene of the Austin murder. 


On the 12th of February last, on pretence of 
visiting his brother in a neighboring county, be 
left his father's house with his wife and child. 
After an absence of several days Partin returned 
to his home without nisfwife and child and report- 
ed he had left them with some friends near Golde- 
boro, in Wayne County, in this State. Soon af- 
terward, Partin remaining for a while at home 
and teen beginning to wander from place to 
place in an uneasy state of mind, and his wife 
aud child still remaining absent, suspicion began 
to attach to their disappearance. — was 
made at the place where he had them 
to be left and at other places, bat no trace of 
them couid be found. Search was now made 
for Partin himself, but he had disappeared. 
And now that foul play had been committed be- 
came a settled conviction and the search for the 
liviog wife und child changed to a search for 
their dead bodies., From the date of the dis- 
appearance of the wife and child three to four 
months elapsed. Finally, within about 2 miles 
of Partin’s home, the bones a cow and other 
matters led to the examination of the mire or 
quicksand in a dense uodergrowth, and, horri- 
bie to relate, a bag was exumed contain- 
ing parts oniy of -the mangled remains of the 
missing wife and child, among the most conspicu- 
ous of which was one entire breast of the moth- 
er and one ear of the child. The remains were 
found (bones and flesh) to have been borribiy 
mangled, and enbsequent discoveries disclosed 
a log on which the mutilation had been effected 
with an ax, and a spot on which an attempt bad 
been made to burn the bodies piecemeal. The 
discoveries left no room to doubt the identity of 
the mangled bodies, and the flight and well- 
known conduct of Scott Partin left no doubt ot 
his being the fiendish perpetrator. The delib- 
erate and cold - blooded character of this crime 
may be gathered from the foregoing circum- 
stances, particularly as no cause whatever for it 
can be assigned by the friends and neighbors of 
the murderer and his victims. It may be stated 
also that Partin’s purpose evidently was to 
cover the crime by burning the re- 
mains; but, finding this too slow, and 
fearing that buzzards or other birds or beasts 
of prey would indicate by their presence the 
location of the mangled remains. he concluded 
to bury what he had not consumed by fire, and 
selected for the burial place the well-known im- 
passable mire or quicksand, in which, and at a 
considerable depth, the remains were found. 
To explain the congregation of buzzards, etc., 
at this place, Partin took the precaution of 
driving into it and dzsowning or suffocating & 
neighbor's cow. 

At the last term of our Superior Court Partin 
was indicted and a true bill found, and he is now 
a fugitive, with a reward by the Governor on his 
he A strong force of armed men are now in 
pursuit of him, and bis capture is daily expected.

Some time ago we mentioned the fact that Mr. 
Vivian was pg a large piece of one of the 
Tulare County big trees to exhibit at the Centen- 
pial next year. From T. J. Vivian, his son, 
we learn the following facts: The piece of 
timber selected will be 16 feet and 21 
feet in diameter at one end and 19 feet at 
the other. The beart of thie will be taken ont, 
leaving only about 1 foot of the body of the tree 
attached to the shell or bark. This outside shell 
will then be divided into eight equal each 
of which will weigh 4,000 vo without 
the bark. It is necessary to divide it into 
this number of parte in order to allow it to 
pass through the numerous tunnels between here 
and Philadelphia. The eight parts will weigh 
between 30,000 and 40,000 pounds, and will re- 
quire two cars for their transportation. One 
solid foot of this tree weighs r being 10 
pounds heavier than 60 m water, his 
timber was taken out of the Gen. Lee, 
a tree 275 feet high, which, had it been 
sawed into lumber, would have produced 3 
sufficient quantity to have built a very res ota- 
ble young town or @ large ship.

To secure the trade in 
the latter cereal Toledo aliowed corn 
two or three yoars old to be run in with fresh 
receipts, whereas the millers and Board of Trade 
buyers of this city would not submit to any such 
lowering of grades. If a man had a boat load 
of rejected corn at Toledo, he could have it in- 
spected or not, as he chose. if he 
could not sell it under grade, 
as No. 2, for instance, he would refuse 
to have it inspected, kaowing thet it would be 
classed as rejected, and thus save the fee—$8— 
for inspection. In Chicago rejected corn as well 
as all other grades has to be inspected. This 
gives Toledo an advadtage, inasmuch as the 
shipper there of rejected corn would avoid this 
inspection fee. In other respects the inspection 
of Chicago and Toledo do not differ materially. 

MILWAUKEE'S WHEAT TRADE, 
allege the Commissioners, is not the result of a 
betier rule of inspection than other cities pos- 
sees, but because it is more advantageously lo- 
cated with reference to the wueat- growing lands 
of Minnesota and Wisconsin. The wheat of 
these States was considered by millions to be of 
a much better quality than the soft varieties of 
Indiana, Ohio, and lIllingis. As the re- 
ceipts at Milwaukee are almost entirely of 
the best grade of Minnesota wheat, the 
listle that arrives there of an inferior kind gets 
the benefit of it, and Milwaukee, therefore, re- 
ceives better prices at the East than Chicago, 
because the buyers there are sure that, as its re- 
ceipts average, they embrace a harder and better 
grain than is handied in this market. In this 
way there seemed to be a discrimination in favor 
of Milwaukee. Mr. Pearson thinks

name, ‘‘ Northwestern wheat.” If known to tho 
market by that designation it would bring the 
same price under inspection here that it would 
in Milwaukee.

Cuicaeo, Aug. 11.—What is the advantage of 
any judgment for delinquent taxes? Let the 
law provide simply that on a certain day, after 
sufficient publication, the County Collector, or 
Treasurer, shall proceed to sell all property on 
which the taxes are unpaid. Eliminate, ex- 
punge, efface, obliterate, thrust out, and dis- 


Put it ail away; and let tax- 
fighters conduct their warfare as plaintiffs, in- 
stead of defendants. If they will fight they can 
accommodate themselves by offensive and ex- 
pensive proceedings in chancery for an injunc- 
tion, or in contests of tax-deeds, should they al- 
low the sale to ripen into such. 

If the law gave any dignity or efficacy to the 
judgment against property it would not be so 
absurd. But the only real dignity or eflicacy 
attending the judgment is when it is against the 
municipality; aod that is just what is not 
wanted. 

What is the advantage of a judgment? Does 
it estop any owner from contesting the same 

oints, after a tax-deed has been issued? Does 

it settle any little point one way or another, ex- 
cept to authorize (or not) the sale of the prop- 
erty? ‘That's all; and the law can as well con- 
tain a perpetual, standing judgment against all 
delinquent property, and dispense with the red- 
tape in the County Court.

BOARD OF EDUCATION SALARIES. ;

THE MAYOR'S DELAY. 

Mayor Colvin still delays the signing of the 
Indiana street railway ordinance, and the ap- 
proval of the action of the Council ia appoint- 
ing Tilley as the Court-House architect. His 
reasons in respect of the architect matter are 
not made known, nor has he stated bis intention 
to veto the appointment. He i simply non- 
committal. As to the Indiana street ordinance, 
the veto of which would be a sad blow to the 
hopes and expectations of the thousands of peo- 
ple who stand so desperately in need of the ben- 
efits of a street-railway,and who believe that their 
wants can be speedily met only by the West 
Divimon Street Railway Company, the Mayor 
vesterday explained his position.

One of the plans 
is for a frame cottage built on 8 by 8 sills, and 
on a frame-work of first-class quality. Such a 
cottage is calculated to cost about $720.15. The 
second plan is a similarly built cottage, 
out is built with brick instead of wood, and is 
calculated to cost $332.20. The third plan is a 
cottage of the same kind built complete of brick 
on a stove foundation 16 by 24 sunk 8 feet in 
the ground. It is fignred to cost $973.65. Both 
estimates on the brick work were made upon tbe 
basis of brick work costing $10 per thousand, 
whereas the real facts at present are that mik 
ions of brick are laid at $7.50 or $8 per thou- 
sand. At this rate a brick cottage on Bailey's 
plan coste no more than a frame one.

BROTHER SHEARMAN, 


Mr. Pryor and Mr. Fullerton in Ke 
buttal of Gis’ Statement. 
New York Worid, 

The last “Statement” in the Beecher-Tilton 
case has been made ty Brother Shearman, of 
Plymouth Church, at tae request of the Rev. Dr. 
Parker, in the London City Temple. It was 
made on the 22d of uly, verbally, for the pur- 
pose of helping the English people to make up 
their minds on t&e issue in the Beecher trial, 
and the reports of Mr. Shearman’s remarks, as 
published in the London Times and Telegraph 
and Pali Mal Gazette, were copied in the 
World of yesterday. In Mr. Shearman’s ar- 
gument he said that one of Mr. Til- 
ton’s counsel had told a lawyer who re- 
fused to take the retainer that he might be 
thankful for bis escape, the case being an in 
fernal comspiracy.” This counsel had declined, 
Mr. Sheamnan added, to make a speech in the 
case, dut bad been satisfied with examining the 
witnesses. Another employed as counsel on the 
sam side bad told him in confidence that be was 
aseared of Mr. Beecher’s innocence. Mr. Shear- 
men also gave the English people to uoder- 
sud that Mr. Beecher was not nearly so demon- 
gtrative in his social relations with women as the 

folk of American clergymen. 

The only counsel for Mr. Tilton engaged on 
the trial who did nos address the jury were Mr. 
Pryor and Mr. Fullerton, leaviog out of consid- 
eration Mr. Pearsall, who made no addrésses to 
anybody, andthe smaller Pearsalls, who were 
not retained. 

In order to fix the bearings of Mr. Shearman’s 
remarks, a Worid reporter called on Mr. Pryor 
at his office, 22 Pine street, yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. Pryor didn’t like to be interviewed, but he 
talked so nicely about the matter that in justice 
to the public. whet he said should be recorded: 
Now, you see,” said he, my dear sir, he (Mr. 
Shearman) couldn't possibly have meant me in

I am almost an entire stranger to Mr. Shearman ; 
never saw bim, except in Brooklyn, and we di 
not meet very often during the trial. I never 
declined to make a speech either, nor did [ say 
confidentially that I believed Mr. Beecher inno- 
cent. About all the confidential talk in Brook- 
lyn,” added Mr. Pryor, wisely, ‘‘ was done before 
that trial began. 

„Well, General, what do you think about Mr. 
Shearman's statement as a whole?” 

„ don’t think it’s a whole story,” said the 
General, beaming benignantly. *‘ The fact is 
that—well, you know, Mr. Shearman is a gentle- 
man of remarkable freedom of speech, as it 
were.” 

Well, General, what do you think about Mr. 
Shearman’s views on kissing? 

Probably Mr. Shearman knows more about 
those things than I do, being a member of Piym- 
outh Church. I mingle very little in society,
